A man accused of murdering 
the mother of his child in their 
Kingston home will face a re¬ 
trial. 

Muhammad Asad Niazi, 29, 
denies murdering his partner 
Charito “Che” Cruz, 37, in 
their bedsit on September 29 
last year. 

The prosecution had been 
due to close its case at the Old 
Bailey on Wednesday after five 
days of witnesses, but a retrial 
will now take place. 

Abigail Pickering, Ms Cruz’s 
sister-in-law, who has travelled 
to the Old Bailey from Buck¬ 
inghamshire, said: “I’m devas¬ 
tated. The family is all waiting 
for answers. 

“To go through it again with 
a retrial, I’m going to go 
through all the emotions.” 

Mrs Pickering said Ms Cruz’s 
ashes were reunited with her 
parents in the Philippines in

April - six months after she 
died. 

Generous friends and 
churchgoers raised nearly 
£3,000 to pay for the trip after 
being moved by her death. 


Mrs Pickering said: “I took 
the urn straight to the birth¬ 
place of Charito in Paranque. 

“We had a funeral there for 
two days and she was taken to 
her home place and another 


funeral and she was buried on 
May 2. 

“It is a tradition. There was 
crying. [Her parents] said ‘You 
left alive and came back as 
ashes’. It was a really hard 
thing.” 

She said Roberto, Ms Cruz’s 
brother and his family from 
Australia also took part in the 
funerals. 

They had not been able to 
visit the cremation service in 
Kingston, but watched on 
Skype over a mobile phone 
camera. 

Mrs Pickering said: “It has 
been very hard not to see her. 
Normally on the burial we 
open the coffin and have a last 
kiss or goodbye or touch.” 

Mr Niazi and Ms Cruz’s two- 
year-old daughter was being 
looked after. 

She said: “She is fine and 
doing well.” 

The jury was discharged and 
a date for the trial set for De¬ 
cember 3.

Magistrate named in 
Queen’s birthday list

A devoted magistrate who has 
championed countless communi¬ 
ty causes has been recognised in 
the Queen’s Birthday Honours 
list. 

Joan McConn was awarded a 
British Empire Medal (BEM) for 
her services to the community in 
Kingston that range from usher¬ 
ing voluntarily at the Rose The¬ 
atre to sitting on the conservation 
area advisory committee. 

She said: “I was gobsmacked re¬ 
ally, I never thought I would get 
it. I am really pleased, it’s quite 
gratifying really to have some 
sort of recognition.” 

The 65-year-old helped set up 
environmental group Transition 
Town Kingston (TTK) and the 
Kingston Federation of Allot¬ 
ments and is lettings secretary 
for the Addison Gardens Allot¬ 
ment Association. 

She is a keen committee mem¬ 
ber of the Spring Grove Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, chairwoman 
of the Kingston Tour Guides and 
has looked after St John’s parish 
hall for 20 years, securing lottery 
funding for redevelopment.

The magistrate of 18 years is 
also a trustee for charity Learn¬ 
ing English at Home. 

Liverpool-born Mrs McConn 
said her mother, who always 
helped others, would frequently 
send her and her two sisters 
across the road with Sunday din¬ 
ner for elderly neighbours. 

She said: “I suppose that’s 


where I get it from, I really do 
care about society. 

“I think it’s really important. 
People don’t think about the 
small things which can be really 
important to people. 

“But I feel strongly about com¬ 
munity, that’s the main thing.” 

Mrs McConn said she found out 
she was in line for the honour a 
month ago, but had to keep it a se¬ 
cret and rushed online in the 
early hours of Saturday, June 16, 
to see if she was successful. 

She said: “I didn’t really believe 
it. What’s really nice is seeing the 
nice things that people said about 
me. You don’t think to say them 
day to day.” 

The BEM, sometimes called the 
working class gong, was scrapped 
in 1993 by John Major in an effort 
to make the honours system 
classless. 

But last year David Cameron 
announced it would be reinstated 
to mark the Queen’s diamond ju¬ 
bilee and recognise people’s dedi¬ 
cation and hard work in their 
communities.

Policeman pioneered volunteer service 


A policeman who set up a pio¬ 
neering volunteer group to 
run a police station has re¬ 
tired after nearly 30 years of 
service to his community. 

PC Brian Jackson, who was 
a New Malden beat officer for 
29 years, set up one of the 
very first police volunteer 
groups in the Metropolitan 
Police Service. 

PC Jackson carried out all 
the administrative duties 
that led to the introduction of 
the volunteer team dedicated 
to the reopening and man¬ 


ning of New Malden police 
station in July 2001. 

In March this year the vol¬ 
unteer group donated nearly 
700 hours of their time to po¬ 
lice service in the borough. 

PC Jackson, who was previ¬ 
ously persuaded to delay his 
retirement and continue to 
head up the volunteer team 
alongside his other duties 
last year, has finally decided 
to call it a day. 

Chief Inspector Bill Heas- 
man said: “He has been an 
exemplary officer and 


Kingston’s volunteer pro¬ 
gramme has continued to 
perform well thanks to the 
base established by PC 
Jackson.” 

PC Jackson’s police career 
has been centred on Kingston 
although he has had short 
spells in both Wandsworth 
and Euston. 

Original member of the vol¬ 
unteer group Tony Townsend 
said: “I would like to pay trib¬ 
ute on behalf of all the volun¬ 
teers to the work and support 
of PC Jackson.”

Letters from the heart 


Heartfelt love letters penned by a 
mysterious doting husband to his 
pregnant wife in the post-war era 
have been discovered in a pub. 

Landlord Terry Archer, 46, 
found the romantic mail in the 
coaching inn stables of the 
Queen’s Head pub in Richmond 
Road, Kingston, after taking over 
the premises two months ago. 

The father-of-five was clearing 
out the back of the Grade I listed 
coaching inn when he came across 
the stash of letters from the un¬ 
known man written in 1949 while 
he was on national service in 
Chester. 

The letters were addressed to LJ 
Briggs in Beresford Road, 
Kingston, and opened with “Dear¬ 
est heart”, “Dearest angel” or 
“Dearest sweetheart” and were al¬ 
ways signed off with dozens of 
kisses. 

A letter dated May 16,1949 reads: 
“I thank God that he brought us to¬ 
gether for each other. Believe me 
my angel I have never been so 
happy as I have since I have been 
with you. You are perfect my dar¬ 
ling...

He was ordained at St John’s 
Seminary Wonersh, near Guildford, 
on June 7, 1952, and had left his last 
parish at St Ann’s Kingston Hill, 11 
years ago.

Colleagues of murdered Margaret Sheehy 
have paid tribute to their respected 
co-worker. 

The Irish woman, known by friends as 
Margot, had two grown-up children, one of 
whom is thought to live abroad. 

A spokeswoman from Kingston-based fi¬ 
nance company Intelliflo, where she 
worked, said staff were shocked to have 
lost a valued colleague in such an “awful 
way”. 

She said: “Margot was a very well-liked 
and respected member of our company 
and will be sorely missed. Our thoughts 
are with her loved ones at this difficult 
time.” 

It is believed Ms Sheehy lived alone at 
the flat, which was guarded by a police 
cordon while forensic teams gathered 
evidence. 

The converted Victorian flat, which 
stands in the shadow of St John the Evan¬ 
gelist Church just metres from Kingston 
University, remains bordered up. 

A weapon was not thought to have been 
used in the attack, though this had not yet 
been confirmed, and there was no sign of 
forced entry, detectives at the scene said. 

Detective Chief Inspector Nick Scola, of 
the specialist crimes and operations unit, 
appealed to witnesses and those who knew 
the woman to come forward. 

A woman living in the same block, who 
asked not to be named, said she did not 
know Ms Sheehy, but was shocked and 
saddened that something “so terrible” 
could happen in Kingston. 

She said: “It is really shocking to think it 
could happen just metres from where I live 
and sleep. I did not know her, as I have 
only been here a short time, but it is really 
sad for her and her family.”

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Campaigners vow to 
fight superstore plan

A fresh fight is brewing after a su¬ 
permarket giant submitted a re¬ 
vised plan for a new superstore. 

Tesco bowed to public pressure 
and withdrew an application to 
develop on the old Toby Jug site 
in Tolworth in April 2010 - but 
submitted a revised plan this 
week. 

Surbiton and Kingston MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey was joined by cam¬ 
paigners and traders in vowing to 
fight the plans. 

Mr Davey said: “Despite the re¬ 
duction in size it is still a large su¬ 
permarket. There are still not 
enough affordable family homes 
and above all this proposal 
still fails to understand the 
effect on traffic on the Tolworth 
roundabout.” 

Tesco said it has consulted with 
Transport for London on the ef¬ 
fect on traffic, nearly halved the 
proposed size of the store and 
promised more than 250 jobs. 

It argued the development 
would strengthen Tolworth’s po¬ 
sition as a shopping destination, 
improve connections across Tol¬ 
worth roundabout and attract 
new retailers. 

Traders were split over Tesco’s 


plans for a new superstore. 

Najid A1 Hashim, who runs 
Rose Cafe and Bakery, said he ex¬ 
pected trade to drop off by about 
20 or 30 per cent if the bid was 
successful. 

However, Golsa Ameri, from 
Scope charity shop, disagreed and 
said a new supermarket and gym 
would bring more customers to 
the area and increase sales. 

Councillor Rolson Davies criti¬ 
cised Tesco for trying to whip up 
support for the site from resi¬ 
dents outside Tolworth at the ex¬ 
pense of people living nearby who 


would have a “Tesco town” on 
their doorstep. 

Tony Fletcher, corporate affairs 
manager at Tesco, said: “Following 
the public consultation we under¬ 
took last autumn it was clear that, 
where people had concerns, they 
focused on traffic and highways. 

He said: “We have put a lot of 
work into analysing the road 
network and have come up with 
proposals for a set of improvements 
- which we will pay for - so that the 
network can accommodate the ad¬ 
ditional usage and shorten average 
journey times.”

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Repair bill rise forces 
school to shut its pool

A swimming pool where genera¬ 
tions learnt to swim could be lost 
as a community asset after a 
school could not meet the costly 
repair bill. 

Councillor Rachel Reid was one 
of hundreds of children who 
learned to swim at Chessington’s 
Moor Lane swimming pool aged 
six. 

But that history could be under 
threat after Castle Hill Primary 
School, which now owns the pool, 
revealed it was struggling to keep 
it afloat. 

Coun Reid said: “Moor Lane has 
got a history behind it and it 
serves the community. I learned 
how to swim there, my sister did 
too and my kids have had lessons 
there.” 

The pool, which is more than 30 
years old and used to be part of 
the former Moor Lane Primary 
School, currently provides swim¬ 
ming lessons to children, mothers 
and babies and older members of 
the community. 

A spokesman from Castle Hill 
Primary School, in Buckland 
Road, said: “In the light of de¬ 
tailed assessment the pool now 
requires very costly maintenance 
work over the next couple of 


years. This is beyond the scope of 
the school’s budget. 

“Castle Hill Primary School will 
no longer be using the swimming 
pool at Moor Lane from the end of 
this academic year. 

“As of September pupils will 
use the pool at the Hook Swim 
School next to St Paul’s Primary 
School.” 

Councillor Patricia Bamford 
said: “We are keen to make sure 
the existing provision can contin¬ 
ue or be improved and we will be 


looking at options to secure fu¬ 
ture funding if need be.” 

The future of the pool could be 
made part of a long-term plan 
laid out by residents, who want to 
improve sporting facilities in 
Chessington. 

Councillors will meet to decide 
what action to take to secure the 
future of the Moor Lane pool.

Death of a 
gentleman 


A Korean War veteran known 
as a true gentleman has died. 

Robert Searle, 81, died peace¬ 
fully at Kingston Hospital after 
an eight-year battle with vas¬ 
cular dementia. 

Mr Searle, who was born and 
bred in Kingston, joined the 
Army as a young man and left 
behind his young fiancee when 
he set sail from Southampton 
to South Korea in 1951.

He married his wife Joyce, 
now 81, at a ceremony at Saint 
Peter’s Church, in London 
Road, Kingston, sparking a 
marriage that would span 60 
years. 

The couple, who met at the 
Clarion Club, now known as 
the Searchlight Youth Centre 
in Kingston, later embarked 
on a hobby that led them to be¬ 
come ranked eighth in the 
country for ballroom dancing.

His daughter Rita Wright 
said: “He was a true gentle¬ 
man, a perfectionist and some¬ 
one who always got things 
done. He was just such a popu¬ 
lar man - always the strong 
one. 

“He was the pillar of 
strength in the family.

He was a 
very special man.” 

Some years after the war he 
was asked to give an account of 
his experiences for the 
Imperial War Museum’s audio 
collection. 

Mr Searle, who had three 
grandchildren and a great¬ 
grandchild, regularly visited a 
Korean hairdresser in New 
Malden for many years after 
returning from the war. 

As a loving father he taught 
his daughter to swim to an 
Olympic standard and later 
coached boys at the Clarion 
Football Club, some of whom 
went on to join clubs such as 
Queens Park Rangers and 
Brighton.

Thames Water customers saving 
100 million litres of water every day 


Come rain or shine, water is precious 


I n the recent hot weather, people living 
in London and the Thames Valley are 
using 100 million litres less water per 
day - a four per cent reduction in overall 
water use across the region for the time 
of year. 

This is a result of people not using their 
hosepipes to water lawns, fill pools and clean 
cars, as well as taking extra steps to use less 
water in the home. 

Richard Aylard, Thames Water’s 
Sustainability Director, said: “Our customers 
are making a real difference and of course we 
are very grateful. It’s when it’s sunny that we 
can really see the impact of the hosepipe ban 
and overall careful use of water, as this is when 
we would normally expect to see water use at 
its peak. The saving of 100 million litres a day 
is really important, as is the 60 million litres 
a day that we are saving by getting leakage 
to its lowest level ever. 160 million litres of 
water every day is a very significant saving 
on the amount of water we need to take from 
the environment every day. It is making a real 
difference in ensuring we have enough water 
to see us through the summer and autumn.” 

Although the hosepipe ban, which came 
into effect at the start of April remains in 
force for much of the South East following 
the driest two years ever recorded, Britain’s 
topsy-turvy weather has helped ease the 
water shortage. 

Within 24 hours of the restrictions 
coming into force in April, the heavens 


opened and stayed open for six weeks, 
delivering 262% of average rainfall in the 
Thames region, followed up by frequent 
showers in May. 

Mr Aylard added: “After such a long 
dry period the record spring rain has really 
helped, improving the situation on the surface 
of the ground, including boosting river levels 
in the short term. 

“However, the levels in many of 
the natural underground reservoirs, 
which provide the majority of water in 
rivers and keep them flowing during dry 
summer months, are still very low and are 
unlikely to recover until there is sustained 
winter rainfall. 

“Taking everything into account, 
we need more time to be sure that we will 
have enough water to get us through the 
summer and autumn. But we will lift the ban 
just as soon as it is responsible to do so and 
will update our customers towards the end 
of June. 

“In the meantime we encourage everyone 
to continue to save water where they can 
- it does make a real difference.” 

Securing supplies 

River levels are normal for the time of 
year and reservoirs remain full. However, 
water levels below ground are unlikely to 
recover until next winter - and only if enough 
rain falls. Winter is the most important time 
for replenishing supplies as the ground stays

wet. In the summer, once the ground has 
dried out, water can’t seep through and much 
of it evaporates or gets used by plants. 

Thames Water continues to boost 
supplies. Jerry White, Thames Water’s head 
of water production, said: “Of course it’s not 
just our customers who need to help reduce 
water use, we know there is still a lot of work 
for us to do to reduce leakage to an acceptable 
level. This is our number one priority - since 
it’s peak in 2004, we’ve cut leaks by more 


than 300 million litres a day to it’s lowest 
ever level. We’re doing this work as quickly 
as we can while minimising disruption and 
costs for customers. 

“We’ve also built back-up systems, 
including our new desalination plant in east 
London, and a large groundwater reserve 
in north London. Each can provide enough 
additional water to supply the daily needs of 
around one million people per day.”

Rosy view from Hampton Court Palace 


As I write, more than 2,000 
people, all experts in their par¬ 
ticular fields, are converging 
on the royal acres of Home 
Park at Hampton Court 
Palace. Less than three weeks 
hence, after toiling around the 
clock, they will have created 
that miraculous miniature 
city known as the Hampton 
Court Palace Flower Show. 

It was launched by resident 
Adrian Boyd in 1990, the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS) 
took it over in 1993, and since 
then it has blossomed into the 
biggest annual event of its 
kind in the world, each one 
more memorable than 
the last. 

I’ve been to them all, and 
still I thrill with anticipation 
as it draws near. This year it 
will run from July 3 to 8, and I 
cannot wait to get there. For, 
as well as the exquisite sight 
and scent of more than 2m 
blooms, it will be like stepping 
on to a magic carpet that will 
waft us over the globe to Rus¬ 
sia, Jordan, Switzerland and 
the Azores. 

Thanks to a new show cate¬ 
gory, World of Gardens, price¬ 
less works of art from the 
Russian Museum in St Peters¬ 
burg will be replicated in a 
garden designed as a minia¬ 
ture representation of the 
imperial city. Meanwhile 
Switzerland Tourism will fea¬ 
ture a Swiss alpine garden, 
with streams, mountain 
peaks, meadows and other 
characteristics of an alpine 
landscape. Jordan will mark 
the 200th anniversary of the 
rediscovery of Petra - the city 
carved out of a red sandstone 
valley 2,000 years ago - with a 
Discover Jordan garden dis¬ 
playing several of the 2,500 
plant species native to that 
country. 

The Azorean Garden will 
use rocks, waterfalls, tropical 
plants and black basalt 
to evoke the character of 
the nine relatively 
unknown islands 
that make up 
the Azores 
archipelago.

(originally it only comprised 
11 acres, now it’s 34) is the 
skill of the RHS in gauging the 
public mood of the moment. 
For example, in the boom 
years of the 1990s, visitors 
wanted brilliant theatricality, 
so we got giant waterfalls, vol¬ 
canoes and stupendously lav¬ 
ish landscaping. 

Then came nostalgia for the 
rural England of yesteryear, 
so we were given old-world 
cottage gardens and idyllic 
pastoral scenes. Now the 
mood is more practical. Visi¬ 
tors still want to lose them¬ 
selves in beauty but, because 
the recession, global warm¬ 
ing, lack of space etc, there 
is unprecedented con¬ 
cern for the envi¬ 
ronment, and 
keen inter¬ 
est in

growing 
one's own 
produce, making 
the horticultural 
most of small 
plots, and creating 
cost gardens. 

Thus, it is no wonder the 
show’s main sponsor this year 
is Ecover, whose household 
products and packaging are 
made with health and ecology 
much in mind. 

Or that one of this year’s 


new categories is for “low 
cost, high impact gardens”, 
showing what can be achieved 
with a limited space and 
budget. 

The past couple of years 
have seen a new zeal to engage 
children, and the RHS now 
gives free entry to accompa¬ 
nied children under 16. 

Hence The Applebee native 
Apple Orchard, designed by 
Matthew Byway of Walton. 

It includes an English apple 
orchard, underplanted with 
wild flowers and will, he says, 
“give children an opportunity 
to reconnect with the soil and 
develop a deeper understand¬ 
ing of where food comes from 
and how it grows”. 

The Grow Your Own mar¬ 
quee will be there again, 
showing all aspects of grow¬ 
ing fruit, veg and herbs. 

Visitors will be able to view 
the displays, buy the produce, 
and chat to the growers them¬ 
selves before going to see 
some of the products being 
used in the great tastes and ar¬ 
tisan food marquee. 

I am particularly looking 
forward to the Plants4Pre- 
sents display of “how to grow 
your own curry”, using their 
nursery-grown ginger, chilli, 
turmeric, lemongrass and 
other exotica. 


Another guaranteed heart- 
stopper will be the rose and 
floristry marquee. Its theme 
will be “romance and roses”, 
and 11 new roses, some of 
which are shown on this page, 
will make their debut there. 

This is but a tiny taste of the 
feast. There is not enough 
space to describe the host of 
other features, including no 
fewer than 34 gardens. 

To revel in those we must go 
there, and the most luxurious 
way to do that is at the gala 
preview evening on July 2, 
when visitors can listen to 
live music, tour the show in 
uncrowded comfort, and 
enjoy a picnic (you can pre¬ 
book a super one on 0845 
3700128) or dine in one of the 
restaurants, before the 
evening ends with a magnifi¬ 
cent fireworks display 
against the backdrop of 
Hampton Court Palace. 

Tickets cost £53 for RHS 
members, £58 for non-mem¬ 
bers, and numbers are strict¬ 
ly limited. 

Tickets prices for the rest of 
the week range from £14.50 to 
£32.50, and each full-paying 
adult may bring two children 
aged under 16 free of charge.

Just over 12 per cent of 
women surveyed voted for 
property and design guru 
Kirsty Allsop citing her 
friendliness and good busi¬ 
ness sense as her top equal 
traits, while one in 10 male re¬ 
spondents preferred TV pre¬ 
senter Nick Knowles for his 
DIY skills. 

David Cameron and Jeremy 
Clarkson were voted least 
favourite celebrity landlords. 

Business-guru Lord Alan 
Sugar ranked third after Nick 
and Kirsty as a dream celebri¬ 
ty landlord. 

The survey of over 1,500 ten¬ 
ants was carried out by the 
National Landlords Associa¬ 
tion (NLA). 

The survey also found that 
tenants rate flexibility (26.7 
per cent) and friendliness 
(24.1 per cent) as the top per¬ 
sonality traits and skills a 


landlord should have. The re¬ 
search, to mark the launch of 
the NLA Property Women 
Awards 2012, found that 80 per 
cent of tenants were satisfied 
with their current landlord. 

NLA director, business men¬ 
tor and NLA Property Women 
Awards judge, Carolyn Uphill, 
said: “Although landlords tra¬ 
ditionally tend to get a bit of a 
bad press, in reality it seems 
that the majority of tenants 
are happy. 

“Being a landlord is a chal¬ 
lenge, but with a satisfaction 
rating of nearly 80 per cent 
from tenants, it’s useful to 
have a strong benchmark 
which shows that most land¬ 
lords are providing the good 
levels of service that tenants 
expect.”

British motorists are 
becoming more patient 
and polite, according to a 
survey. 

Far from the image of a 
nation of road-rage drivers, 
more than a third (34 per 
cent) of those polled said 
they smiled at other 
motorists when pushing in a 
queue or jumping lanes, 
while 20 per cent use a 
friendly wave. 

Only three per cent 
admitted to losing their 
temper and swearing, with 
motorists aged 45 to 54 the 
worst offenders. 

More women than men are 
prepared to use their charms 
by smiling at other drivers 
but motorists aged over 55 
are the least smiley of any 
age group. 

The survey was carried out 
by Opinion Matters for car 
supermarket Carcraft.

The poll also revealed that 
60 per cent of motorists are 
happy to sit in queuing traffic 
until it moves, with 25 per 
cent prepared to seek an 
alternative route. 

Only a small minority said 
they pushed in where they 
could or jumped from lane-to- 
lane. 

Julia Dallimore, from 
Carcraft, said: “It appears 
drivers are getting less 
wound up when they're on 
the road. 

“They’re becoming more 
patient and courteous, and 
instead of using their horns, 
swearing or cutting in front 
of other drivers they're 
opting to use a smile or a 
wave instead.

The fixed penalty will also 
enable the police to offer 
educational training as an 
alternative to endorsement. 

Drivers would still be able 
to appeal any decision in 
court.

Draskau-Petersson, a regu¬ 
lar at the Richmond and 
Bushy Park Parkruns with 18 
women’s race wins, bettered 
the Olympic A qualifying 
standard in clocking two 
hours, 34 minutes and 56 
seconds at the London 
Marathon in April - her first 
effort at the distance. 

The 34-year-old, who was 
born in Denmark but has 
lived in Britain since the age 
of 13, only quit her job as a 
full time human resources 
manager earlier this year to 
focus on training full time. 

And Draskau-Petersson, 
who has lived in and around 
Kingston for the past four 
years, believed her late rise 
to prominence could work in 
her favour. 

“My father was diagnosed 
with Alzheimer’s in June last 
year and I decided I wanted 
to turn that news into some¬ 
thing positive,” she said from 
her training base in Tedding- 
ton. 

“I thought I’d do a 
marathon and I thought 
why not give getting to 
the Olympics a try. I’d 
hoped my father would 
be able to be there in per¬ 
son, but that is not pos¬ 
sible now. 

“I sent an 
email to the 
Danish Ath¬ 
letic Associ 
ation to 
tell them 
what I 
wanted 
to do 
and to 
find out how 
I went about it. 

They must have 
thought I was mad. 

“I was never 
really on the radar

until then and even 
then they really didn’t 
pay that much atten¬ 
tion to me. 

It wasn’t until I did 
Bath half 
marathon in 
March in 73 
minutes that 
they started 
to take no¬ 
tice. 

“That is 
when I 
started to 
think it 
was possi¬ 
ble and now 
I hope to 
carry on to 
make the Rio 
Olympics in 


2016. 

“I’ve always wanted to com¬ 
pete for Denmark, it is where 
I grew up and now I will do it 
in Britain where I live. 

“I think it will help I have 
come from nowhere, because 
no one has heard of me.” 

Draskau-Petersson, who 
first moved to the Isle of Man 
in the early 90s, is a four-time 
world elite long-distance 
duathlon silver medallist for 
Great Britain, but was forced 
out of action after an acci¬ 
dent on her bike in 2007. 

Her return to competitive 
running has included finish¬ 
ing third in the Cabbage 
Patch 10km race in Twicken¬ 
ham last October and clock¬ 
ing 1.30:47 at the Kingston 


Breakfast Run in April. 

She has since teamed up 
with Isleworth-based coach 
Noel Stoddart and his 
Harambee Running Club and 
is now running 100-miles-a- 
week to prepare for London. 

“After coming back, before 
I knew it I went from train¬ 
ing twice a week, to three 
times and so on. I had to give 
up my job,” she added. 

“Noel’s group is full of 
young talented runners and 
I’m the old lady of the team. 

“It has been tough and I 
don’t know how I’m going to 
manage until the Olympics. 
It is hard work, but I love it.”
